Curster, Eng., Aug. 30.—What a quaint 
old city! Anda right royal city too, with all 
its reminiscences of a mighty past. Befere 
introducing you, however, within the old 
Roman walls, whieh, unlike those of any 
other city in the United Kingdom, are still 
perfect, 1 will take a cursory giatice at my 
journey hither, which has been fraught 
throughout with deepest interest. On leav- 
ing London for the North of England and 
Scotiand, via Leicester, the tourist soon 
finds himself in a magnificent country, and 
one of the best adapted for grazing in the 
world. The flocks of sheep and herds 
of cattle were numerous, making a 
most picturesque scene as they wandered to 
and fro on the rolling land, so luxurious in 
its verdue. But the cars whirled swiftly on 
without allowing much time to contemplate 
all this beauty, and in due time arrived in 
Leicester, so noted as the centre of the finest 
wool district in the kinadom. 

After passing through Sheffield, Newcastle, 
and other towns, we arrived in 

EDINBURG— 

a city unique in its grandure that amazes 
thg beholder, although the vivid descriptions 
so frequently repeated prepare yisitors in 
some measure for the awe-inspiring sight 
that meets the view as the Scottish 
Capital looms up before it. Arising 
from the sea, where charming villas 
nestle among the woods that skirt the 
shore, the New Town climbs upward, with 
its magnificent thoroughfares, to its crown- 
ing splendor, George street, from which we 
overiook one ot the loveliest panoramas in 
the world. Hills and vales, blue waters, 
and gleaming sails gliding «hither and 
thither on the bosom of the Frith 
of Forth, spread out before us; and, as 
we walk along this majestic street, what 
memories arise! Poets, historians, and phi- 
losophers have lived here—among them Sir 
Walter Scott, whose residence was the one 
numbered 108, and David Hume, who resided 
and died a short distance farther on. 

Old Town, however, is the most interesting 
to me, with its never-ending gables ascend- 
ing and descending among the craggy hights 
and depths: its old houses, with their rem- 
nants of armorial bearings over their portals; 
its old churches, and palaces, where a long 
line of sovereigns were born and died; its 
Canonsate, through which we pass from 
Holyrood Palace to the city, and where we 
see the mansions of the old nobility of Scot- 
land; and, above all, 

HOLY ROOoD— 
“a deserted palace where no monarch 
dwells.” This has been too often described 
to require detail here; but we will stop for a 
moment in the remarkable little supper-room 
from which Rizzio was dragged while break- 
fasting with the Queen, and murdered at the 
head of the stairs, where the blood is still 
seen. This oft-toid tale needs no repetition; 
but the surroundings of the scene induce me 
to dwell on ita moment here. It is mourn- 
ful enough to reflect on the destiny of Mary 
Queen of Scots, as we wander through her 
familiar precinets and gaze on the tattered 
hangings of her bed-chamber, where all be- 
tokens royalty; but wonder usurps the sad 
emotions we have experienced, when 
we enter the forlorn supper-room, 
which recalis to mind some ot 
the dismal retreats planned by the ascetic 
Philip II. of Spain in the midst of the splen- 
dor of the Escurial. The audience-chamber 
with its richly-embroidered chairs and gran 
old furniture, is very handsome; but the 
splendor here is almost forgotten in the mem- 
orles that assail us; fantoms start up at 
every turn—Kings and Queens, victims and 
martyrs whose royalty was Weir crime. 
THE HOME OF JOHN KNOX, 

in which he wrote the History of the Re- 
formation, is one of the points of interest in 
Edinburg. On the front is — ° * Lufe. 
God. Abufe. ay Ss gh > nychtboure. as yr. 
self.” He also died here, on the 2th of 
November, 1572. St. Giles’ Church was 
next visited, where, we are told, the 

great Reformer “was like to ding the 
pulpit in biads, and flee out of it.” 

*arliament House is a fine old buiidh 
where the last Parliament was held in 170%: 
and, when the Legislacure of Scotland ad- 
journed never to meet again, the Lord Chan- 
eellor exclaimed, There is an end of an 
auld sang.” 

Bidding adieu to Edinburg and its castel- 
lated crown, whose citadel with frowning 
battlements and towers is the last Object lost 
to view, I started for 

GLASGOW, 
which is forty-seven and half miles from 
Edinbarg. As manufacturing interests pre- 
vali at Glasgow, this city possesses dew at- 
tractions to to Courieta. There are many hand- 
some streets, and numerous monuments and 
churches; but there is a monotonous style in 
the latter, extremely, oppressive, while a 
large proportion of the residences are showy, 
but devoid of intrinsic beauty. The munici- 
pal and county buildings ve very fine, being 
adorned with grand Ionic pillars and 
porticoes, colossal statuary and sculpt- 
ured basement-walls. e cathedral 
is massively built, and very old—the corner- 
stone having been laid.in 1181. The stained- 
giass windows, which are of modern date, 
are the most gurgeous I have ever seen, and 
probably the most extensive, but the sombre 


| old cathedral requires less glaring attributes 


to maintain its antique characteristics. Over- 
lupking the ravine of Molindinar Burn, this 
church, with its Lady Chapel, as well as 
other places in this locality, figure lu Rob 
and acquire addiveonal interest by the 
Fae iy scenes of romance which confront 
us here in the sembiance of reality. Salt- 
market street is especially prolific in mem- 
ories of old—not only those of history (fer 
in former times noted characters frequented 
here), but fictitious persona dwelt here— 
Sir Walter Scott deeming this a fitting place 

for the home of “ Bailie Nicol Jarvie.”’ 
Leaving Glasgow for Balloch, at the foot of 

LOCH LOMOND, 

l arrived there in due season, and taking a 
steamboat traveled for twenty-one miles 
through the loveliest scenery in the worid— 
hills, dales, and mountains, islands, craggy 
stetps, and giens, blue waters, and Nature’ . 
choicest beauties at every turn. At Invers- 
naid a four-horse stage was in waiting to 
convey passengers to Loch Katrine, where 
we are in the region of poesy and song. Near 
the foot of the loch lies Ellen’s Istand,” so

ers), and of course stopped at Greenock, 
where an unusually large number of iron 
steamships were in course of — bee ae 
The noise was terrific, and continued to 
deafen us lope after our steamer left the 
shore, as the river is 9 7 1 narrow here.

Weare now = l Ng labyrinth of land 
and flood”; a world of fragments is before 
Feet foe = Bobeaving in softy grandeur, 
again asmkim iu deep ravines and im- 
netrable chasms. The route through the 
rith of Lorne is considered among the 
grandest in all Scotland; and thus we 
pursue our way through island-chan- 
nels until reaching Corrievreckan, the 
famous whiripool, so terrible to the 
superstitious and vulgar in “its legendary 
lore. Pass through numerous other 
beautiful loe gemmed with verdant 
wooded islands, we at length reached 
OBAN, 
where we stop several days to make ex- 
cursions into lovely environs. Dunolly 
Castle was visited, which was once a strong- 
hold of the McDougals, Lords of Lorne; and 
successively the Castles Dunstaffnage and 
Rachel (the latter an old Scandinavian 
Lechnell and Firefoor Castles, 
rootiess Castle Stalken on its solitary 
rock, which was a favorit hunting-seat of 
James IV. Romance and poesy cluster 
thickly around these eld ruins, and Nature 
greets us here with twofold splendor under 
the magic colorin thrown over her by Sir 
Walter Scott in he Lord of the ISles.“ 
On this * Ben Nevis rises giant-like, but 
afar © northeast. Twenty-four 
miles in circumference at the base, this, the 
highest mountain in Great Britain, ascends 
to an altitude of 4.400 feet above sea-level 
meet pe hag py by railroad, I chen 
roceeded to Manchester, whose dark-red 
rick houses give-ita dull and monotonous 
appearance. Liverpool and 
CHESTER 


were next on my program, and I now find 
myself in vee lace, whose history is 
as old as umland. Here ancient 
Rome arises 0215 before us on every hand, 
which, with other F makes this 
one of the most interesting cit I ever 
visited, ‘The streets are hollowed out of the 
rock sufficiently deep to allow the lower 
stories of the houses to be below the level of 
the ground, over which porticoes run from 
house to house, which are known as the 
* rows,” and were no doubt used to protect 
the dwellings of the ancient Romans from 
summer ss h and winter’s cold. These 
“rows” give city a most singular ap- 
pearance, and are essentially different from 
anv arrangement of the kind in any other 
part of the world—the nearest a 
them being colonnades of 
latter are on the ground floor, while those of 
Chester are eonsiderably elevated—having 
been thus arranged as strongholds for mis- 
sile-throwers in ancient times, when stones 
and arrows were the . weapons used 
in warfare. The wall surround the eity 
is five or six feet wide, and affords a pleas- 
ant promenade.

The Effect of Frost on Corn. 
Tb the af The Chicago Tribune 

Cc Ao. Sept. 26.—ltis a mistaken idea 
that frost ever benefits corn. If it ripens 
fully without frest it will be ready for mar- 
ket shortly after maturity, as the husks 
willin this case loosen from the ear and give 
it a chance to dry quickly. The husks of 
an ear of corn touched with frost ever so 
lightly eling closely together and around the 
ear and never open or get loose, and this 
coating of several 1 4 of waterproof ma- 
terlal is about as hard to dry through as 
oiled silk, but it has to be drie d through to- 
gether with the corn and cob, before frosted 
corn is fit to crib or put on the market. 
Frosted corn will make merchantable corn 
of fair eolur but light weight, if there are 
several wees of very drying weather after 
the frost, but if the weather is damp and 
warm then corn will mold and turn 
black before it gets dry. If the weather is 
cold and damp after frost the corn will re- 
gathe then 
with cool, dry weather it will event 

ually make merchantable corn. Very 
little corn forth of the latitude at 
Springfield, III., was out of the way of frost 
last week, and the heavy frosts of Thursday 
and 8 urday nights last has stopp. the 
natural maturity of the corn so that will 
late in 2 even if the — * re- 
mains dry. The South may furnish plenty 
of new merchantable corn, but Central III 
nois must have six weeks dry weather now 
to make merchantable new corn.

Effect of the Reeent Frosts on Corn and 
Other Crops.

Menpora, UL, Sept. 24—During the past 
few days your correspondent has seen a 
number of farmers from La Salle, Lee, and 
Bureau Counties, whose reports of the pros- 
pects of the corn crop vary considerably. 
Some claim that, owing to the late frosts, 
their corn will not average more than fifteen 
bushels to the acre; others, whose land is 
high’ and rolling, count on forty bushels; 
while a few who have manured well expect 
it to yield sixty bushels, Asa rule, on high 
and well drained lands, where early planting 
has taken place, the crop will compare 
favorably with average years.

THERE comes a story from Washington 
that President Arthur has ordered another 
and a more comprehensive investigation of 
the expenditures of the contingent fund of 
the Treasury Department under the Hayes 
Administration than the one directed and 
concluded under Secretary Windom. It will 
be remembered that President Hayes, upon 
the reports to him. concegning the New York 
Custom-House, removed Mr. Arthur, who 
was then Collector, and the story at Wash- 
ington is to the effect that that removal is re- 
membered as a personal indignity proceed- 
ing from Secretary Sherman, and that a new 
and more thoreugh investigation of the con- 
tingent expenditures of the Treasury during 
Secretary Sherman’s administration is now 
contemplated with an expectation if not a 
wish to smirch his character. That there are 
persons in Washington who have a personal 
or political dislike of Senator Sherman and 
who would be pleased with auy oppor- 
tunity to cast any suspicion upon any acts 
done in the Treasury, no matter by whom, 
so that a responsibility therefor might be im- 
puted to the ex-Secretary, is very probable. 
That attempt has already been made in 
several forms, but that President Arthur 
will tolerate anything of that kind is utterly 
absurd. He is a gentleman with a lively 
sense of what is due to the amenities of life, 
and any attempt to “avenge” his removal 
from the New York Custom-House by a dis- 
graceful compilation of imputations upon the 
personal character of the ex-Secretary would 
unquestionably be repudiated by the Presi- 
dent. That story may be, therefore, set 
down as a fabrication as libelous upon the 
President as it is malicious towards Senater 

rman.

CRIME AND THE POLICE IN CHICAGO. 

The report made by Superintendent-of-Po- 
hee MeGarigle, recounting some of his ob- 
servations of the police systems of London, 
Paris, and Vienna, contains a great deal of 
interesting information. Comparisons be- 
tween the foreign police systems and our 
own were naturally suggested to Mr. Me- 
Garigle’s mind, and one of the most signifi- 
cant of these is set forth in the following 
paragraph: 7

It is evident that Mr. McGarigle’s purpose 
is to direct the attention of the City Counei 
to the striking difference between the numer- 
ical strength ef the Vienna police and that 
of the Chicago police, with a view to urging 
the necessity for an increase in the Chitago 
force. The other large cities of Europe have 
likewise a much larger police force in pro- 
portion to population than that which Chica- 
go supports. London has one policeman to 
every 368 of population, and Paris one to 
every 250, while Chicago has only one to 
every 1,000 inhabitants. On the basis of the 
territory covered, Paris and Vienna have 
ten times as many policemen and London 
five times as many to the syuare mile as 
Chicago has. The conclusion is inevitable 
that the Chicago police force is deficient in 
numbers, and the experience of other large 
cities shows that there must be a material in- 
crease in the Chicago force to assure dde- 
quate protection for life, property, and pub- 
lic order. This conviction has long obtained 
among all who bave given the subjeet proper 
attention, and Superintendent Medarigle's 
investigations in European cities will con- 
firm the impression. Unfortunately it in no 
wise changes the conditions of assessment 
and taxation which limit the police resources 
of thia city. 

But there is one deduction from the com- 
parison made in the above extract which ap- 
pears to have escaped Mr. MeGarigle's con- 
sideration. In Vienna, with a population 
more than double that of Chicago, the total 
number of arrests within the year were only 
23,666, while those in Chicago were 31, 713 
during the same period. This statement is 
not merely a favorable comment upon the 
relative efficiency of the Chicago and Vienna 
police in proportion to their numbers, but 
equally an unfavorable comment upon the 
comparative conditions of society in the two 
cities. The fact that there gre three times as 
many arrests in Chicago as there are in 
Vienna in proportion to the population is an 
evidence that the vicious elements of nietro- 
politan life are much more aggressive in this 
city than they are in Vienna, notwithstand- 
ing Vienna justly has the reputation of being 
one of the most dissolute eities on the Conti- 
nent of Europe. The difference in the rela- 
tive numerical strength of the two police or- 
kanizations is not sufficient to account for 
the greater proportionate amount of crime 
which prevails in Chicago. The number of 
arrests might be decreased somewhat 
in Chicago in proportion to the number of 
policemen, if the Chicago force were en- 
larged, but the aggregate of arrests would re- 
main greatly in excess of those in foreign 
cities in proportion to population. The rea- 
son for this must be sought in the encour- 
agement to crime tolerated in Chicago, 
which the police of London, Paris, and 
Vienna are expected to suppress and do sup- 
press. In the cities of Europe public gam- 


other localities.of this city, are nowhere to 
be found. The number of saloons is limited 


The number of Chicago policemen might be 
increased beyond that of the police force of 
London, Paris, or Vienna, and yet the 
gambiing-houses, the low concert-halis, the 
variety saloons, and the manifold dives and 
hell-holes in this city would not be closed 
out unless a totally different municipal pol- 
icy were adopted. An increase of the Chicago 
police force under existing conditions would 
result in an increase instead of a diminution 
of arrests. An enlarged police system may 
assure more general apprehension and pun- 
ishment of criminals, and to some extent 
better protection against the criminals, 
but erime and vice cannot de abated 
in this city so long as the police, 
be they few or many, are not 
required, nor even permitted, to raid and 
break up the disorderly placé&, close the 
public gambling-houses and keep them closed, 
and revoke the licenses of saloons which 
maintain dance-halls, concert rooms,. and 


lewd attractions for both sexes. ‘The con- ) 


trolling spirit of our Municipal Government 
must undergo a change of heart before there 
can be any genuine police reform inthis city. 
Under the present dispensation there is more 
open defiance of law and order ta Chicago 
than there is in London, Paris, Berlin, and 
Vienna combined. An increase in the num- 
ber of Chicago policemen is desirable, but it 
will not be so effective in repressing crime 4s 
would be an increase of the license-fees to 
Saloons and increased vigilance in requiring 
them all to conform to the rules of common 
decency. Weneed more policemen, but we 
need still more a strieter police régime, 
which shail have the authority and be held 
responsible for closing ont the disreputable 
haunts of the vicious classes. 


THE SITUATION IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

The campaign against the Cameron ticket 
in Pennsylvania is apparently growing more 
and more bitter every day. Two recent oc- 
currences are said to have made a marked 
impression on the public mind. In the first 
place, Mr. Stewart, the Independent Repub- 
lican candidate, has publicly announced that 
there was a Cameron conference in Washing- 
ton previous to the nominatians with the pur- 
pose of fixing up the ticket, and that he was 
offered a place if he would join the Cameron 
forces in their purpose to run the convention, 
and that he rejected the overtures then made 
to him. As the holding of such @ conference 
has been repeatedly denied by the Cameron 
people this direct evidence of the charge has 
acted like a bombshell in the regular“ 
camp. In the next place, the charge is re- 
vived that Beaver’s position at the head of 
the regular ticket is the reward of ‘his be- 
trayal of Blaine jn the Chicago Convention. 
The indictment is formulated by the Wash- 
stan correspondent of the Philadelphia 
Times in the following language: 


It is charged that James A. Beaver. au aspir- 
pot for the Governorship of Penns 4 — was 
elected as a Biaine — te to the Cuicago Con- 
vention; that the said James A. Beaver. ac- 
knowledging his 4 to his eastituency. im- 
mediately sought out Senator J. Douald Cam- 
eron and others of soe Stalwart ring and made 
overtures to control the Pennsyivania delewa- 

in the interest of the nomination of Gen. U. 

8. Grant; that in consideration of thus giving a 
Blaine State to Grant and betraying pe eople 
wbo chose him as their delegate the said Beuver 

was to have the sup of the Cameron 
ring in Pennsylvania, — was to be 
named by Mr. Camero for the Gu- 
bernatorial candidacy; that, 1 fulfili@ent of 
this contract James A. Beaver did sell and be- 
tray the cause for which be was enlisted and did 
convey his vote and influence to the Stalwart 
Dusses at Chicago, and in return the said J. 
Donald Cameron did name the said Beaver for 
the Gubernatorial candidatugg, the same being 
done in a certain room in ashington City, 
where the original contract consu m inated, 
all to the great scandal and outrage of the free 
Republican voters of Peansyivania. 


To this is added the individual testimony 
of several of the Pennsytvania delegates to 
the Chicago Convention, some of whom are 
now supporting the Cameron ticket, to the 
effect that Gen. Beaver was elected as a Blaine 
delegate by a Blaine constituency. It is ex- 
pected that the accumulated testimony as to 
Gen. Beaver’s treachery to his constituents 
and to Biajne in 1880 will array against him 
the votes of thousands of Blaine men through- 
out the State whom the Cameron rule alone 
would not have driven from him. All the 
evidence seems to point to a widening of the 
breach between the Cameron and anti-Cam- 
eron factions of the Pennsylvania Repub- 
licans, and the Independents now claim that 
the Stewart ticket will poll a larger vote 
than the Beaver ticket. The result of this 
state of things cannot well be anything else 
than the election of Pattison, the Demo- 
eratic candidate, which will thus be directly 
traceable to the determination of the Cam- 
ron dynasty to “rule or ruin.“

COUNTY EXPENSES. 

In tne Constitution of Litinois adopted in 
1870 there was made a radical change in the 
mode of compensating certain county of- 
ficers. Previous to that time the Clerks of 
the Superior, Circuit, County, and Reeorder’s 
Courts, the Slieriff, and Coroner had no Sal- 
aries, but took all the fees and paid the 
whole expenses of their offices, At that 
time the Clerk of the Circuit Court was ex- 
officio Recorder of Deeds, and the Judge and 
Clerk of the County Court included in their 
jurisdiction the business now pertaining to 
the Probate Court. The Recorder’s Court 
was merged into a branch of the Circuit 
Court, sitting as a Criminal Court. 

The new Constitution provided that the 
salaries to be paid to all these officers should 
be fixed by law, and that the number and 
compensation of all the clerks and subordi- 
nates should be determined by the proper 
authority, and that such allowances and sal- 
aries should be paid “only out of the fees of 
the office actually collected,” and any sur- 
plus of receipts by any of such offices should 
be paid into the County Treasury. The pur- 
pose and expectation was that all these offices 
should be made substantially self-supporting. 
The annual report of the several offices was 
made to the County Board on Monday, and, 
omitting details (published yesterday), the 
general statement of receipts and expendi- 
tures foot up for the year 1881-82 as follows:

The result is that the total receipts by the 
county fall short of the expenditures by the 
sum ot $264,492. Before the change the 
county paid the salaries of the Judges and 
the feés uf jurors, and all the other expendi- 
tures were paid by the fees of the officers. 
At that time the Sheriff employed and paid 
his own deputies and bailiffs and the Clerks 
of the courts paid their own employés, and 
all these officers weré understood to make 
enormous profits from their several offices. 
Why is it that there is such an enormous de- 
ficiency now? The Recorder’s office is the 
only one in the county whose receipts pay 
the expenses of the office, the Recorder pay- 
ing into thé Treasury the sum of $21,862 dur- 
ing the year. 

The explanation is, that when the Sheriff or 
the Clerk of a court was dependent upon his 
fees for his compensation he fixed the com- 
pensation at such price as secured a prompt 
and faithful seryice, and he employed no 
more deputies or subordinates than — 
needed. Now the compensation for each 
deputy or subordinate is fixed py the County

cost to the county and at a large profit to the 
incumbents, the county pays out annually 
the elitire receipts of all the offices and has 
to expend over $260,000 additional to cover 
the deficiency. 


How far the change in the method of com- 


pensating the county officers has proved in 
the direction of economy and reform is prob- 
lematical. Formerly the officers took all the 
earnings and income of the offices; now they 
take the same, and have themselves voted 
nearly a quarter of a million of dollars ad- 


ditional. In some instances, such as the 


Criminal Court, are no receipts, but in 
the civil courts. the Sheriff’s office the

HISTORY OF THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 

Now that the Egyptian war is over and 
Egypt is once more under Engli#h control, 
and ite Khedive, who has always been an agent 
of the European bondholders, either willing- 
ly or of necessity, is once more restored to 
the authority which was wrested from him 
by Arabi Bey, it is time that the real history 
of this most unjust war should be written, 
so that its true origin and animus may be 
known. This has been done by Mr. J. Sey- 
mour Keay, an English writer of influence, 
who has told the pitiful story of the spolia- 
tion of Egypt, not from any partisan posi- 


ton, but from the Parliamentary papers, 


every statement of whith is fortified by ref- 
erences to the Blue Books. From this im- 
portant book we propose to condense in a 
series of articles the true history of this war 
of English officialism, allied with European 
bondholders, against an ignorant, non-polit- 
ical native race, confining ourselves in the first 
article to a statement of the manner in which 
the Egyptian debt was incurred, 

Prior to the year 1862 there had never been 
interference with a European in Egypt or 
anything but friendliness towards England. 
In that year the foundation of trouble was 
laid. The Khedive, Ismail Pasha, undoubt- 
edly an extravagant and profligate ruler, was 
personally in debt, and in 1862 and 1864 some 
English speculators raised for him two loans 
aggregating $50,000,000. Injustice charac- 
terized the very first financial operation. 
These loans were to satisfy private debts. 
The State never had a cent of the money, but 
it was saddied with the debt. In 1866 a third 
loan of $15,000,000 was in London and 
Paris, and in 1868 a fourth was added to 
the debt of $59,450,000, 

At this stage of proceedings the Turkish 
Government, alarmed at the rapid manner in 
which the Khedive was plunging Egypt into 
debt, issued a firman prohibiting any further 
loans without its permission. The European 
speculators, however, were a cunning lot, 
and they persuaded the Khedive that he 
could hypothecate the revenues of the Crown 
lands without consulting Turkey. The re- 
sult of this adviee was the negotiation of a 
fresh debt of $35,000,000, tor which only $25,- 
000,000 were received. The Porte protested 
to the English Government, but no notice 
was taken of the protest except to acknowl- 
edge the receipt. 

Hiaying carried through this comparatively 
small loan, speculators now prepared fora 
bigger one, and determined to base it upon a 
firman from the Sultan. Bribery now ap- 
pears as an important element in the nego- 
tiation of loans, The Khedive was sent to 
Constantinople, and by making the Grand 
Vizier a present of $250,000, the Sultan was 
persuaded to sign a firman in his favor 
without communicating with the Imperial 
Divan. Members of the Divan protested to 
the English Ambassador that a firman ob- 
tained in this manner was illegal and in- 
valid, because it was not registered in the 
archives of the Porte as the laws of the Em- 
pire required. The protest was all in vain, 
and under the firman a fresh debt of $160,- 
000,000 was fastened upon Egypt, for which 
only $100,313,200 were, even nominally, re- 
ceived. The first attempt at bribery having 
succeeded so well, the speculators prepared 
for operations upon a still larger seale, for it is 
well known that every official in Turkey, 
from the Sultan down, has his price, and that 
bribery is not practiced behind the back but 
is considered as a legitimate phase of busi- 
ness operations. Having lent so much money 
to Egypt they now sought to have the 
Khedive enter into commercial relations 
with them and to give them appointments. 
To effect this another firman was demanded 
which should authorize the Khedive to 
grant both these claims, and also to raise 
further loans whenever he thought it neces- 
sary. The Sultan was a little alarmed at 
the sweeping character of the firman, but 
his alarm was quieted by an enormous bribe 
of $4,500,000, which was laid at his feet in 
cash. The Sultan did not spurn it. He took 
it and without the knowledge of his Minis- 
ters, as well as without the registering re- 
quired by law, issued the firman to the 
Khedive. 

By such corrupt means as these in the 
course of a very few years a debt of $360,- 
000,000 was fastened upon Egypt. The usuri- 
ous terms upon which these loans were ar- 
ranged were not the least infamous part of 
the proceedings. The entire proceeds of 
loans aggregating $360,000,000 only amounted 
to $227,500,000, of which $50,000,000 went to 
pay the Khedive’s private debts. The mini- 
mum rate of interest charged on the rev- 
enues of the country in respect ot these 
loans was 124¢ to 13 per cent, and the maxi- 
mum was 2634 percent. In addition a sum 
of $45,000,000 of one of these loans was not 
paid in cash at all, “but in overdue and de- 
preciated bonds of the floating debt, pur- 
chased sometimes at a price as low as 65 per 
cent and paid into the Treasury at93 per cent. 
which of course very materially enhanced 
the profits of the negotiators of the ‘loan. 
The foreign bondholders’ loans were not the 
only burden pressing up the wretched 
country. In order to pay the half-yearly in- 
terest a floating debt had been incurred to 
the amour of $90,000,000, and this floating 
debt was Tenewed from time to time at the 
rate of 25 per cent perannum! This was a 
burden which no small State like Egypt 
could sustain, and in the middie of 1875 de- 
fault was so imminent that the English Con- 
sul-General persuaded the Khedive to invite 
an English official to investigate matters, 
and atthe end of that year the Rt.-Hon. 
Stephen Cave, M. P., her Majesty's Pay- 
master-General, arrived in Egypt for that 
purpose. As the result of his investightion, 
he found that every avaiJabie tax in the 
country was pledged to the bondholders; 
that a sum of $174,490,000 had been paid 
away in ten years, and yet the -prin- 
cipal of the debts was larger than 
ever; that the revenues of the State 
were amplified by collecting three years’ 
taxes in two years; that out of a gross reve- 
enue of $42,500,000 per annum, $28,500,000 
were taken for interest on the debt, and as 
this was a drain which could not be endured, 
aspecial law had been passed (called the law 
of Morkabala) by which every landholder 
was allowed to redeem forever one-half his 
rent by paying six years’ rent at once—the 
ruinous effects of which In the future can 
be seen ata glante; and that all the money 
produced by the loans had been absolutely 
lost, while the annual interest was consum- 
ing 70 per cent of the gross revenues.

Tur large marbie tablet, representing the 
signing of the social compact in the cabin of the 
Mayflower, designed to be placed m the base of 
the Plymouth Monument, has just been com- 
pleted and shipped to its destination by the Hal- 
lowell (Me.) Granit Company. This is the finest 
and most elaborate piece of work ever executed 
at Hallowell, says the Boston Journal, being cut 
in marble by two Italians, who have been en- 
gaged on it about six months. The size of the 
tablet is about three by five feet. The figures, 
thirteen in number. stand out in bold relief; the 
expression of each face is lifelike and earnest. 
The large statue representing Eduvation, which 
is to be placed on one corner of Plymouth Mon- 
ument, has also been completed by the Hallo- 
weil Granit Company and shipped.

THE EARTHQUAKE. 
MANY PEOPLE IN PANAMA LEAVE THE 
CITY—FOUR LIVES LOST. 

PANAMA, Sept. 14.~—The State of Panama 
and the adjoining States in Colombia and the 
Republics of Costa Rica and Nicaragua have 
been subjected, since the 7th inst., to a series 
of earthquakes. In this city the first one was 
felt at about 3:20 a. m. on the 7th inst., and 
was folldwed about half an hour afterwards 
by a second one. Both these shocks were 
felt in Colon and generally throughout the 
State, also in Carthagena, in the State of 


Bolivia; in Rivas, Niearagua; in Greytown, 
and for 150 miles in the interior. 
alarm in this city was great. Cracks 
were made in the old-fashioned rock 
and cement houses. The walls of 
more than sixty houses were more or 
less injured, but none fell, and consequent! y 
no one was injured. The high crown of the 
pediment of the cathedral fell and hurled 
about a hundred tons of masonry work into 
the central square. The wide balcony of the 
Legislative Assembly also came down. The 
Oflices of the canal company, formerly the 
Grand Central Hotel. were also severely dam- 
aged, and the edifice, which cost the company 
a few months ago a quarter of a million of 
dollars, will require at least $50,000 to put it 
in order, Many of the employés are afraid 
to enter it. The City of Aspinwall suffered 
in a similar manner. It is probable that 8230. 
000 will repair all the damage done in this 
city, and a third of that sum will cover all! 
the losses ou the rest ot the isthmus. Many 
people fearing the successive shocks have 
gone to the plains outside the city, and reside 
in the cane and palm-leaf houses. 

Quite a number of shocks have been felt 
since the 6th, but no further damage has 
been done. The loss of life has been trifling; 
only one . Aspinwall and another in 
Gatun can directly traced to falling 
houses. Two others have also taken place, 
and both were doctors and victims of their 
own huprudence. One happened here and 
the other in Colon, and both resulted frum 
jamping from windows when the first and 
most severe shake occurred. A third doctor 
is said to have gone out of his mind through 
the strain of the succession of shocks. It is 
now the lan. and since the 8th ple have 
suffered a tremendous terror. The wildest 
rumors as to the existence of volcanues in 
different parts of the isthmus have been set 
atioat. A committee of cana! engineers has 
visited several localities indicated by the na- 
tives, but none have been discovered. In a 
few places loose alluvial soil shows signs of 
the shakes, and cracks from one to six inches 
are visible. In evefy case they commence 
from the top, but do not continue any depth. 
indicating that their formation is due to sub- 
sidence and not to the direct upward agency 
which creates the deep rifts and fissures. 

The cable from Aspinwall to Jamaica was 
broken by the first shock at a point fifty 
miles from the isthmus. The Central Amer- 
ican cable, however, continued to work well.

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EXCITEMENT IN OIL. 


Philadelphia Times. 

WARREN, Pa., Sept. 20.—The last week has 
been a week of most intense excitement in 
the oi! region, and the activity in speculative 
transactions has been greater than ever be 
fore known iu the twenty-thfée years since 
the production of oil began. The immense 
dutput of oil from the new)y-develoved 
Cherry Grove territory, in which the Town 
of Garfield has sprung up as if by magic, 
has been suddenly reduced by the decrease 
of all the flowing wells and the total stoppage 
of a number which at first were reckoned 
| among the best. The market is extremely 
sensitive to the smallest variations in produc- 
tion, and the undoubtedly exaggerated re- 
ports of the early yield of the Cherry Grove 
field have now been feliowed hy stories of a 
general decrease so marked that the price of 
crude has gone up with unparalleled strides. 

Seven and eight years ago the oil suf- 
fered from an enormous over-prod and 
crude was sold as low as 35 cents per barrel, 
but the Bullion pool and others in its vicini- 
ty proved short-lived, and in 1876, with a 
total production of less than 30,000 barrels 
per day, the price rose to $4. This stimulated 
activity, and the Bradford field was found 
and developed so rapidly that in 1881 the total 
production was estimated at 80,000 barreis

Falling to 51 on June 16 and on July 
6, crude suddenly halted in its downward 
course, and a reaction set in consequent on 
the belief that the limits of the Cherry Grove 
pool had been defined and that, as has always 
been.the case in districts of this kind, the 
immense preductiveness of the field indi- 
cated its rapid deciine. By July W crude 
brought 68 cents, and then the tailing 
of the big wells were unnaturally st 
with enormoys to oes, which instantly 
increased their yield, and which were again 
and again resorted to as they showed further 
signs Of failing. An agent of the terpede

of ten days. 

The frequent “ shooting ot the wells with 
torpedoes has reduced the rock in which the 
oil is found to a mass of sand and mud which 
“caves in,” gathers about the tubing and 
clogs the flow. The gas is no longer strong 
enougl to force the oil to the surface. The 
big gushers are no longer flowing spontan- 
eously and the oil is so full ot the sand and 
grit and will cut and destro 
vaives of any 
hardly possible to make the wells renumera- 
tive by pumping.

A Thrilling BRomance from a Texas 

Mining Camp—How a Ventriloquist’s 
» Art Served Him in a Crisis. 

DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 2%.—The Evening 
limes publishes a letter from Carrizo Pass, 
600 miles west of Dallas, giving an account 
of a hostile meeting between miners in 
the Pecos Mining Company’s camp, twenty 
miles north of the Mexican border, last Mon- 
day night. The duelists were George Hol- 
lenbock and William Stratton, born New 
Yorkers, born and raised near Palmyra; they 
were of rich descent of the early Hollanders.

The report of a pistol came 
from a corner. directly opposit from where 
the groan * to proceed from 
Stratton fell. No more shots bemg exchanged 
the miners opened the room and entered. A 
fens revealed the fact that Stratton had been 
killed, while Hollenbeck was unhurt. Hol- 
lenbeck is a ventriloquist, and, on entering 
the room took his stand in a diagonal corner 
from his adversary, and, to make him believe 
he was in the opposit corner, threw his voice 
in that quarter of the room, where the bul- 
lets from his adversary’s pistol harmlesly 
buried themselves in the wall. it had been 
so long since they had seen each other that 
Hollenbeck’s ventriloquism had entirely es- 
caped the memory of Stratton.

OUR BEAUTIFUL RIVER. 


AN ANALYSIS OF ITS WATERS BY DR. 
KNOLL. 

A committee of bomeopathic physicians, ac- 
companied by some city officials, took a tug last 
Friday and went througt the South Branch and 
collected samples of the water for analysis. The 
specimens were turned over to Dr. Knoll for ex- 
amination, and ‘the result is embodied in the 
subjoined letter: 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

No. 725 WASHINGTON Street, CuicaGco, Sept. 
25.—The following isa microscopical examina- 
tion of the water taken at different points in the 
Chicago River by the committee of pbysicians 
on their investigating tour last Friday after- 
noon: 

There were three specimens—one from Thirty- 
fifth etreet, one at the opening of the canal, and 
another at the crib. 

Llexamined each of them three times—last 
been | night, Saturday, and today, with the same 
results. 

The stench of the specimen from Thirty-fifth 
street was unbearable, and the color was almost 
as dark as weak coffee. We had expected te ob- 
tain a beavy sediment, but after sixty hours of 
perfect quiet there n only a smail 
amount, and this was composed of particles of 
earth, framework of wood and vegetabies, and 
a few fibres of cloth. The greater part of the 
turbidity remained diffused, and is composed of 
living and movens Organisms. Perhaps four- 
fifths of the filth of river as we observe it 
with the naked eye life in active motion. 
There are three distinct forms of animal iife. 
The smallest and the most numerous is about 
1-5000 of aa inch in size, almost circular in form 
and possessed wita great activitv. The second 
in size is second in number, and is hairilike in 
form. about 1-300 of an inch lo and about 
1-6000 of an inch io thickness, and moves with 
all the rapidity and regularity of an éel. 

The largest ones are least numerous, and are 
star-shaped. They are about 1-500 of an inch in 
diameter. By the numerous processes it moves 
as the tortoise does, and with the same siuggish 
motion. In recent vegetable substance could be 
seen a vast number of eggs and partiaily de- 
veloped organisms. 

The specimen taken at the opening of the 
canal wus similar in composition, but contained 
less of the organjems. 

That obtained at the cribin appearance was 
pure, but a careful examination revealed sev- 
eral of the first variety and two of the second, 
with a few particies of wood. 

I have repeatedly examined the water from 
the pipes, but have been unable to discover any 
of the above organisms. Ia fact, pure water 
shbouid never contain them. Two kinds of those 
organisms are smailer in one diameter than the 
average biood corpuscie, and consequentiy 
when introduced into the system as drink they 
can permeate every part of the system. 

Perhaps the reason we do not obtain them 
through the pipes is because they prefer the 
surface while they live, and as the water passes 
into the crib some distance below the surface, 
we rarely ever find them in our drinking-water. 
The river, instead of being a body of inert dirt. 
is one vast bed of germinating and“hoving ani- 
mais, which reproduce themselves and live upon 
every particle of animal aud vegetable tissue 
which comes into their domain. 

Can we be astonisbed at the many fermenting 
and putaid diseases prevalent along the banks 
of stagnant poods and sluggish rivers sur- 
charged with the filth of the surrounding coun-

determine whether there is an undercurrent 
passing from tne river back into the lake. At 
my earliest convenience I shall makea careful 
test.

Our firm is not doing such an enormous 
business as it did in the great speculative 
craze à little over a year ago, and 
we don’t want a repetition of that 
rush, but our business is steadily 
increasing in volume.

Trade is losing business and is going to thun- 
der generally because a few houses have lost 
custom is absurd on the face of it. 

Mr. Hobbs talks about the repudiation of 
contracts as the cause of our supposed de- 
cline. This is a wrong use of the word.

ARE NOT GUILTY OF REPUDIATION. 

“Tam disposed to admit that Rule 26 is 
not without weak points, and 1 said when 
the April wheat case was decided that it was 
an unfortunate affair, because it would en- 
courage defaulting on contracts. 1 believe, 
though, that customers are complaining or 
forsak this market because they are 
afraid of combinations, The rule the gen- 
tleman wouid have repealed may be a bad 
one, but it was designed to protect sellers 
against extortionate prices demanded by 
parties controlling the market or running 
the corner. ‘The rule is the remedy, and in 
this case the remedy is not worse tilan the 
disease. 

“The manipulation of the markets, which 
has been almost constant for over a year 

ast, has caused most of the grumbling. The 

est commission houses advise their cus- 
tomers not to trade when the market is well 
understood to be manipulated for a corner. 
By pursu this course these houses have 
lost business in order to keep themselves and 
their principals out of troublesome compiica- 
tions. Efforts to thwart corners have pro- 
duced howling on the other side of the house. 
But in spite of all this the Chicago Board of 
Trade is not losing ground as a trading- 
place. On the contrary, business is increas- 
ing constantly, and the new building is going 
to have its share of it.”

The news that money was very stringent 
in New York was talked about in produce 
circles yesterday, and undoubtedly had a 
good deal to do with causing speculators to 
sell grain off to a lower point. ut it turned 
out that there was no real reason for such 
depression. A TRIBUNE reporter inter- 
viewed several leading men, both bankers 
and shippers of produce, and they unani- 
mously testified to the fact that, as far as

THE SQUEEZE IN NEW YEW YORK 
made no difference to Chicago. It was pure- 
ly a speculative matter there. They under- 
stood that the borrowing of money in New 
York on Monday was chiefly for the purpose 
of forcing a break in stocks today, and that 
all the money wanted here could be obtained 
at exactly the same rates as previously. One

There was only a moderate demand yesterday 
from shippers ot grain for vessel-room, and the 
inquiry was pretty genera! for the different lake 
portsfto which grain is shipped. There was 
no change in carrying rates, and owners of ves- 
seis made no move looking to an advance, seem- 
ingly betng satisfied that they were getting all 
that shippers will pay. The shipments yester- 
day were pretty well distributed between wheat, 
corn, and flaxseed. There now remains 
weeks of naviga- 
tion through the Straits of Mackinaw, 
but there is nothing to base a belief on that the 
demand for carriers will Increase, or that there 
wil! be any improvement in rates—that is, any 
appreciable increase, especially in down freights, 
althougb up freights may advance in a sligut 
degree. Io conversation with au old vessel-man 
yesterday THe TRIBUNE representative asked 
him what be thought of the outlook for next 
season's business. Well,“ said he, for the 
past two seasons things dave been very bad for 
owners ot vessel-property, due in a great meas- 
ure to small crops. This year’s crops are the 
greatest ever raised in this country. The ruail- 
roads, I think, will move but a small 
proportion of the products this winter, and asa 
result there will be a good demand for vessels 
to carry grain at the opening of navigation next 

spring. But I don’t think carrying rates by the 
lakes will ever again exceed four cents a bush#@" 
on corn to Buffalo. The immense amount of 
tonnare now on the lakes, and which is being 
added to steadily, will operate to keep carrying 
rates down. Still, there is money in a four-cunt 
freight, and I believe next season will be a good 
one, as things are nowadays.” As a general rule.

PISTOLS AND RELIGION, 


A Shooting Affray at a Beligious Meet- 
ing in Virginia Which Terminated in 
the Death of Both Combatants.

WYTHEVILLE, Va., Sept. 26.—The annual 

Baptist Association was in session today at 

Hampton Cross-Roads, but the religious ex- 

ercise was broken up by a tragedy which 

caused a thrill of horror to run through the 
vast assembly, for almost all the people in 

that section were in attendance, including a 

large number of women and children. Un- 

fortunately a party of country bloods went 
to the meeting for otmer purposes than wor- 
ship, and carried along with them not only 
whisky but pistols. During the long prayer 
two of the party-—Jerry Cox and Levi 
Bryson—began to quarrel, and both 
being well heeled, drew pistols and 
began fring at each other. One of the bul- 
lets went whizzing so near the head of the 
praying minister as to cause him at once to 
suspend and prostrate himself on the plat- 
form for safety. Another went in the midst 
of the amateur choir and through an old 
lady’s bonnet. The scene of confusion and 
terror bedame almost indescribable. The 
whole crowd of worshipers became panic 
stricken—men as well as women and chil- 
dren—and. all rushed for places of 
safety, tram ing upon many who 
were too eeblie to withstand the 
tide.

The Litigation Over the Grand-Opera 
House. 

The hearing of the case of John H. Hamlin 
against William J. Davis was begun yester- 
day morning before Judge Tuley. The bill 
was filed on the 8th of February last to pre- 
vent Davis from enforcing his rights to the 
Grand Opera-House under a lease 
to him from the owner, John Borden. 
Hamlin also asked that Davis be restrained 
from assigning the lease, and be compelled 
to surrender it to him, on the ground that he 
had fraudulently obtained it while he was 
occupying a fiduciary relation to him (Ham- 
lin), Davis being his business manager. 
Davis filed an answer denying all the charges 
of bad faith, claiming he had. obtained the 
lease fairly and honestly. The greater part 
ot the morning was occupied in the 
reading of the pleadings. ‘Lhe only 
witness examined was Mr. Hamlia 
himself, who took the stand about 
12 0’clock. lie gave a long historical ac- 
count of how he bought the land, immediate- 
ly after the great fire, on which the Grand 
Opera-House now stands, and built the first 
building erected on that block. The front 

was rented for offices and rear 
was turned into a billiard-hall. This proved 
a failure, and Hamlin decided to turn it into 
a place of amusement. It was first opened 


as a concert-hall where drinking and smok- 


ing were allowed, and then pushed its way 
up into a theatre called Hamlin’s Theatre. 
He and his brother sunk about $100,000 and 
then lost the rovers by foreclosure of the 
mo . he complainant then leased 
the theatre carried it on 
until Borden bought the property. Hamlin 
then proposed if Borden would At the place 
up in first-class style, he would pay an in- 
creased rental of 20 per cent on the expense 
ofrenovating the establishment. ‘The thea- 
tre was improved at an expense of $55,000 
opened as the Grand Opera-House, 
when it became an established success. Be- 
fore that time Hamlin had become ac- 
quainted with the defendant Davis, and he 
employed him as his business man- 
ager and confidant in his business. 
He was aceustomed to consult with 
Davis about all the details of the 
business, the engagements of the different 
companies which were to play at the theatre, 
the profits, ete. Davis received the corre- 
spondence and opened it, counted the fund 
and made settlements with the differen 
companies. He was acquainted with the ex- 
penses of the theatre, and al! the minutia of 
the business, as a business manager should 
be. Hamlin then went on to explain in de- 
tail how a theatre is managed, what are its 
regular and what its extra expenses, and the 
— in which ge pay thes — with 
raveltng companies, a view of showing 
that Davis, who assisted him in all this.

CATTLE-RAISING. 


How the Business Is Managed in Wyo- 
ming and the Profits.in It. 

A representative of Taz Triune had an 
interesting conversation yesterday with Mr. 
William Denison, who is in the city, having 
come directly from his ranch in Wyoming 
Territory with a shipment of cattle, and 
learned the foliowing facts which will be of 
interest to the public: 

His ranch is on the Platte River, in Carbon 
County, forty miles south of the Union Pa- 
cifie Railroad and 150 miles west of Cheyenne, 
and is 8,000 feet above the sea level, The run 
is fifty miles, more or less, in extent, and is 
used in common by some eleven or twelve 
ranchers, who own an aggregate of about 
30,000 head of cattle. These nen,some of them 
with families, live in log cabins more or less 
capacious and comfortable, in different parts 
of the run, each house having its corral and 
most of them a garden and outbuildings. The 
cattle, watched by mounted herders or cow- 
boys.“ wander at will over the run, living on 
the grass, which, though a sorry apology in 
the eyes of an Lijinoisan, is found to be amply 
sufficient for their wants. The winters are 
severe, and a large amount of snow falls. It 
is, however, dry snow, and blows off, and the 
cattle subsist on the dry grass, which greatly 
resembles hay in appearance. 

In the spring all the ranchmen with their 
herders assemble ahd go over the entire 
range 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF BRANDING THE 

CALVES. 
About 5,000 cattle are driven together each 
day and corraled, The corral is a large in- 


closure fenced in with pine logs put together’ 


very strongly and capable of resisting any 
commotion which may arise among the cattle. 
Each ranchman then brands the calf which 
is following a cow bearing his brand. It is 
taken for granted that the caif is his prop- 
erty, and if a calf bearing another man’s 
brand is found following the cow the matter 
is remedied by the owner of the brand hand- 
ing over an unbranded calf, which is there- 
upon branded with the first man’s brand, and 
the matter is setled. 

Each man consults his own fancy as to his 
brand, and a large variety may be seen, in- 
cluding letters, harness, knives, cups, arrow- 
heads, etc. Each ranchman has also an ear- 
mark, by which he distinguishes his cattle 
when their winter coat of hair renders the 
brand indistinguishable. The same variety 
is seen in earmarks as in brands, some men 
slitting each ear, er cutting off the tips, while 
the severing of one ear close to the head is 
not an uncommon mark. The branding is 
done with a hot iron, generally placed well 
forward on the left side, about six inches 
from the backbone. In this way the whole 
range is gone over until the branding is fin- 
ished, the men living in tents and subsisting 
on beef and what game comes in their way. 

The cattle are active and ran rapidly. A 
stampede is a curious occurrence and apt to 
be serious, if not properly managed. The 
stumbling of «a horse or any unusual noise 
may cause it, and the cattle once started will 
run until exhausted, turning aside for noth- 
ing and demolishing anything which happens 
to be in their course. When a stampede 
occurs, the herdsman immediately rides to the 
side of the herd near the head and turns the 
cattle rr eventually bringing them to 
the point at which they started, and keeps 
up the process until the herd is exhausted 
and stops. Even when turnedin this man- 
ner the cattie frequently run from ten to 
twenty miles before halting. The cattle are 
usually shipped to marketin the fall, at 
which time 

THE *“* ROUND-UP “ OCCURS. 

In this, as in the branding, all the ranehmen 
join. each man furnishing: his quota of 
verders. The proportion is about one 
herder to 500 cattle. The latter 
are gathered in immense herds and the oattle 
destined for shipment picked out A man 
mounted on a trained horse rides into 
the drove and picks out a steer. The horse 
then follows the animal, turning it to the 
right or left and keeping it always headed 
for the outside of the herd. When the cattle 
for shipment are collected they are driven in 
one large herd to the railroad, and are 
guarded day and night by mounted herds- 
men. About twenty are put in a car, and the 
freight is ot per head. It costs about $1 per 
head to feed them on the way, and the trip 
consumes seven days. 

The use of dogs is forbidden by law, and 
the herdsman relies entirely upon himself 
and his horse to do the work. The horses 
used are Indian ponies, and are valuable in 
proportion to their knowledge of the busi- 
ness. They are fast and hardy, frequently 
traveling sixty and seventy miles in a day. 
A large, fast, and well-trained pony is worth 
$150, and they range in price. from that 
amount down to Each man has from 
four to six hofses, and uses each on the 
average half a day in two days. In the 
“round-up ” a herder watches the drove of 
horses night and day, and drives them into 
camp every morn at 4 o’clock, the herders 
being in the saddle by sunrise. Many of, the 
ponies are buekers,“ and will unseat the 
most skillful rider, a man whois able to stick 
on an adept ‘* bucker ”’ being exceedingly rare. 
A “ bucker” jumps up six feet or so into the 
air, landing stiff on his fore feet, and repeats 
the operation 60 8 that the jumps can 
hardly be counted, until the rider is unseat- 
ed and flung headlong. 

THE HERDERS ARE PAID 

from $100 to $25 per month, according to 
their skill with the lasso. It is of the 
lassoer“ as it is of the poet — nascitur sed 
non fit.“ Almost any mau can learn to Jasso 
a steer by the horns or throw the loop over 
a horse’s head, but only a man born to the 
business can catch a steer by the leg. horse 
and sjeer on the dead run. When the lasso 
is thrown the cowboy coils the end around 
the pommel of his saddle, the pony braces 
himself, and when the rope tightens 
the steer usually measures his length upon 
the ground. The cowboys are a hard-work- 
ing set of men, and, at least in the locality 
described, ver decent « fellows. One 
of Mr. Denison’s boys is a graduate of Bow- 
doin College, and intends to practice law. 
No arins are carried and there is no cattle- 
stealing. 

Cattle are usually.shipped to market when 
three years old; but calves are worth $13 at 
present, on the range. The proportion of 
cows in the herd is about one-fourth, and the 
natural increase is therefore large and profit- 
able. Speculators are often seen on the 
range, buying up cattle and shipping them 
to market; but the length of time consumed 
in getting the cattle to their destination 
makes the risk considerable. In the legiti- 
mate business the risk is probably less than 
in any other mode of investing capital. 
There is no disease as yet, no stealing, and 
the risk of a very severe winter is the only 
one which causes the cattle men muc 
trouble. 

The cattle-men subsist, in a large measure,
